Capone Sutters Mental B PIERS 
Says Report From Alcatraz Prison 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—(), 


Al Capone, scar-faced gangster, 
was under observation tonight in 
the hospital ward at bleak Alca- 


traz prison. 

To published reports that the 
one-time leader of the country’s 
most notorious mob was suffering 
a mental breakdown, federal offi- 
cials gave only a terse “no com- 
ment.” But they did not deny it. 

From the justice department it 
was learned Capone had been con- 
fined to the hospital since Satur- 
day; that physicians considered 
his removal to a prison affording 
better medical facilities. 

Thus “Scarface Al,” hated by 
fellow convicts, once the personi- 
fication of gangster power, had 
reached a condition where it was 
impossible for him to continue 
even his ordinary duties of pick- 
ing up debris in the prison yard.

In connection with published 
reports that Capone was afflicted 
with paresis, Dr. Twitchell sug- 
gested that the type of medical 
attention required “would depend 
on further treatment of the case, 
presuming -Capdhe is suffering 
from paresis.”

SEAFOOD SALE TAX. 
BOOSTED 10 $500 


Senate Would Exempt Geers 
gia Wholesalers of 
All But $10. 


A tax of $200 on all wholesalers 
of seafood which drew threats of 
retaliatory legislation in Florida 
when it was passed last year, was 
boosted yesterday to $500 for non< 
resident wholesalers and cut to 


$10 for Georgia wholesalers by the 
state senate. 

Previously the house approved 
a straight repeal of the law adopt- 
ed March 31, 1937. The senate 
substituted its measure for the 
house repealer. The bill now goes 
back to the house. 

The reduction in the tax for 
Georgia wholesalers was effected 
through an amendment by Senator 
G. Y. Harrell, who said the pres- 
ent $200 tax was confiscatory. 

A resident of Georgia’ who 
catches -his own fish and sells 
them in wholesale lots would not 
be required to pay a tax. Similar- 
ly the license would not be re- 
quired of retailers, whether resi- 
dents of Georgia or not. 

During debate on the senate 
substitute, it was explained the 
tax was not a general revenue 
measure but was intended to pro- 
vide money for enforcing inspec- 
tion and sanitation regulations. 

Florida fishermen bringing their 
catches to Georgia and selling 
them to ultimate consumers would 
not pay a tax under the revised 
bill but wholesalers would be sub- 
ject to the $500 levy. 

Enforcement of sanitation regu- 
lations is placed with the depart- 
ment of agriculture.

That Its 10,000 Miles Per Second 


speed of 
‘lightning, at 10,000 miles a second, 
‘was reported to the American In- 
istitute of Electrical Engineers 


| here today by Karl B. McEachron. 
| The speed was timed at the Em- 
‘pire State building in the heart 
\of New York city. This world’s 
‘tallest building is struck oftener 
‘than any other known place on 
earth, McEachron said. It acts like 
4 needle to draw electricity. 

A motion picture camera, on 
top of a skyscraper half a mile 
from the Empire State, has caught 
every flash for three years. It is 
part of a lightning laboratory di- 
rected by McEachron for the Gen- 
eral Electric Company. 

New facts have been discovered. 
The most interesting, McEachron 
said, is that a tall building uses a 
tongue of fire to wheedle light- 
ning. Frequently before lightning 
hits the Empire State a spindling 
flame leaps upward from the top 
of its 1,250-foot tower. 

The flame does not go all the 
way to the clouds. It reaches like 
a snake striking at something far 
beyond its length. It guides the 
lightning that always follows, 
crashing down to the tower. 

The scientific importance of 
this, said McEachron, is to prove

UNEASY GERMANY 

New light is shed on the German situation 
by a speech of Heinrich Himmler, chief of the 
German political police and head of the 
“Death’s Head Hussars,’ 25,000 special troops 
used to keep the population of the country un- 
der Nazi control. Herr Himmler revealed in 
this statement before the officers’ corps of the 
German army that the Hitler regime is in fear 
of mass uprisings, amounting to civil war, in 
the fatherland, especially if the nation should 


become involved in a foreign war. 
The action of Hitler in taking over com- 


plete control of the German army and in re- 
moving from all positions of diplomatic trust 
all those who do not subscribe, in toto, to his 


policies, assumes a new significance when con- 


sidered in conjunction with the Himmler 
It is evident that Der Fuehrer fears 


speech. 
the rising tide of enemies at home more than 


he fears any possible clash with another nation. 

The Nazi policies have caused sharp schisms 
among the German people. The effort to de- 
stroy the church has created a large bloc of 
enemies among the finest of the German peo- 
ple, those solid citizens whose lives are cen- 
tered upon their families, the school.and the 
church. Thousands of German pastors have 
been herded into concentration camps and, to- 
day, the Rev. Martin Niemoeller, former com- 
mander of a U-boat and now, as a clergyman, 
one of the most militant foes of the Nazi idea, 
is facing trial for treason before a secret Nazi 
tribunal. 

The attempt to absorb large portions of the 
Austrian population into the German nation 
has created another strong opposition faction. 
It is argued by these that the Austrians are a 
different people and, by no stretch of imagina- 
tion, can be rightfully classed as of German 
blood. 

Then, surmounting all these, there are the 
believers in democracy who yet hope to see a 
truly democratic state displace the totalitarian 
regime of Chancellor Hitler and his autocratic 
Nazi followers. 

It is evident that there is a storm gathering 
in Germany, despite the reiterated assertions 
of a united nation which the Nazi spokesmen 
feed to the world. Censorship cannot forever 
suppress the truth, and the revelations con- 
tained in Herr Himmler’s speech to the army 
officers pour a strong white light of publicity 
upon a condition that the Hitler regime has 
sought desperately to keep covered. 

The outcome, possibly, will be a new purge. 


ose 25,000 troops set to spy upon their com- 
patriots will seize thousands of honest Ger- 
mans for no fault save a love of freedom and 
the democratic right to liberty of belief, either 
religious or political. 

But firing squads and concentration camps 
cannot forever suppress a liberty-loving race. 
Oppression, through all history, has but served 
to make stronger the forces of revolt. The 
blood of martyrs adds new life to the cause for 
which they die and the echoes of execution 
volleys but awake new determination in the 
breasts of new recruits to the armies of liberty. 

The world will watch with sorrow if civil 
war should come to Germany, but at the same 
time the democratic peoples of all nations and 
all races will sympathize with men and women 
who struggle to rid themselves of the clutch 
@f a dictator. 

And there is no prediction more sure of ful- 
fillment than the prophecy that, in due time, 
rebellion of the oppressed will topple from 
their self-created heights the dictators who 
seek personal aggrandizement over the violated 
form of human liberty.

THE JAPANESE NAVY? 
_ The United States, Great Britain and France 
have demanded of Japan official information 
regarding the size limits of new battleships she 
is building or plans to build. Specifically, the 
three powers want to know if Tokyo has de- 


cided to exceed the 35,000-ton limit on battle- 


ships and the 10,000-ton limit on cruisers im- 
posed by the 1936 naval limitation treaty. 

If Japan refuses to reply, or in replying 
states that she is going beyond these limits, 
it will be construed as necessitating a similar 
increase in size and power of the warships of 
the three democratic powers. 

The significgnce of the Japanese naval pro- 
gram does not rest, chiefly, either in her pres- 
ent militant adventure against China or in the 
possible conflict with Russia which daily moves 
nearer the inevitable status, 

There are only two great powers against 
which Japan can be preparing a threat through 
a gréatly enlarged navy. They are Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. No other nation 


has a navy that could cope with Japan’s pres- : 


ent sea power. Great Britain must guard her 
naval bases at Singapore and Hongkong if she 
is to protect the eastern units in that far- 
flung confederation of countries which forms 
the British Empire. The Union Jack must be 
upheld in the east if India, Egypt, Australia, 
New Zealand and all the smaller places over 
which it now flies are to be safe. 

And, for the United States, there is the 
knowledge that this country must maintain a 
naval strength sufficient to guarantee our 
shores and possessions from an invader. 

The menace of the aggressor nations, both 
in the Orient and in Europe, forms a spreading 
cloud of impending chaos over a world that 
would, if only it were permitted, live in peace 
and happiness together. 


HARVEY SAMUEL FIRESTONE 

The death of Harvey S. Firestone at his 
Miami Beach estate writes finis on one more 
edition of that classic American story, the poor 
farm boy who became an industrial monarch. 

Harvey Firestone was born on an Ohio farm. 
His education was acquired at high school and 
@ business college. He did not attend any in- 
stitution of higher learning, though in later 
life he was awarded many honorary degrees. 


His first prominence in the industria] world 
came in 1896 when he became president of the 
Victor Rubber Company, of Chicago. In 1900 
he organized the Firestone Tire & Rubber Com- 
pany, of Akron, with a total of 17 employes. In 
1929 this pay roll had grown to 21,000, exclu- 
Sive of 20,000 native laborers, on the rubber 
plantations owned by the company in Liberia, 
West Africa. 


Mr. Firestone was largely instrumental] in 
investigation of rubber growing possibilities in 
the Philippines and various South American 
countries. He was an active factor in Amer- 
ica’s organization for the World War, and be- 
longed to many scientific societies, social and 
civic clubs. He was the author of two impor- 
tant books dealing with rubber. 


He was part of one of the world’s most fa- 
mous friendships, comprising, with the late 
Thomas A. Edison and Henry Ford, a trio ot 
boon companions long associated together in 
business and recreation. 


Mr. Firestone had visited Atlanta a number 
of times and frequently paused here on jour- 
neys between his homes at Akron and Miami 
Beach. 


He was one of the latter day giants of in- 


dustry and contributed much to the develop- 
ment of industrial science in his own field.

NO HELP FROM GENEVA 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 


China’s disappointment in failure of the League 
of Nations to give her any direct help in repelling 
Japan’s military aggression is tempered by the 
fact that she never had much expectation of ob- 
taining such help. Her main hope, now as be- 
fore, is in seeking supplies from some of the west- 
ern powers whose commercial interests are en- 
dangered by Japan’s invasion of China. 

Russia already has been giving such help, and 
it seems likely that England, if not France as well, 
will extend loans or credits that will enable China 
to obtain needed munitions. The valuable trade 
interests of these powers in China will be lost if 
Japan succeeds in extending her rule over the 
mainland. Japan can have no occasion for ob- 
jection to financial help to China in repelling for- 
eign invasion. 

Even help from individual powers may come 


_too late to save China from a humiliating and dis- 


astrous sort of defeat. Japan’s armies, with su- 
perior training and adequate weapons, now hold 
so large an area in North China that there does 
not seem much hope of driving them back. if 
China can prolong the war enough, however, 
financial collapse in Japan may possibly cause 
withdrawal. 

In Geneva there appears to be a tendency to 
blame the United States for the League’s failure 
to intervene in China. But it is difficult to see 
why anyone thought that this country, a nonmem- 
ber, would join directly in a League project to aid 
China. The real cause of failure was in reluc- 
tance of France and other nations to extend aid 
to a distant country when their financial and mili- 
tary resources are so much needed at home. 

China still can invoke League sanctions against 
Japan if she wishes; but if she receives help from 
individual League members, she probably will not 
take a step of such dubious outcome,

Even today, despite a statue to 
Dr. Long in the national hall of 
fame and despite recognition of 
his honor in London, in Australia 
and other countries, many Ameri- 
cans believe Dr. Morton was the 
discoverer of surgical anesthesia. 
So much so that one of the larg- 
est of the motion picture com- 
panies ig even now plarning an 
important feature picture based on 
Morton and dealing with the dis- 
covery. A companion picture to 
“Pasteur.” 


Sewing Up 
A Stabbed Heart. 

For several years it has not been 
at all unusual at Grady hospital 
for surgeons to sew together the 
lips of a knife wound directly in 
a human heart. Many negroes 
have been brought there, stabbed 
im the heart and have been heal- 
ed and are today walking the 
streets of Atlanta. At least half a 
dozen I know of. 

It is, of course, a delicate and 
complicated operation. But in at 
least half the cases the patient has 
recovered. Those that have died 
have been killed, not by the origi- 
nal wound or by reason of failure 
of the operation, but by blood poi- 
soning resulting from the insani- 


tary condition of the knife that 


did the stabbing. 

Yet, only a few weeks ago, I 
read a magazine article describing 
the miracle of this same operation 
performed in a London, England, 
hospital. They said it was the first 
such operation in the history of

Schleicher was murdered be- 
cause he knew too much and be- 
cause he was one of the strongest 
opponents of Hitler’s idea to make 
the army subservient to the Nazi 
party. His views were shared by 
the majority of the generals. The 
solid front of the reichswehr com- 
mand against the Nazification of 
the army was broken by von 
Blomberg, who accepted Hitler’s 
thesis and was rewarded for it. 

The generals have just taken 
revenge in forcing Blomberg out 
of the high command. He is on his 
honeymoon to the Isle of Capri 
and it is rumored that he may re- 
main abroad. Capri is in Italy and 
Blomberg will be taken care of. 
For he is Mussolini’s particular 
friend. 

In fact, he was the only gen- 
eral who heartily approved Hit- 
ler’s idea of a_ military alliance 
with Italy. The other generals 
were more inclined to take Luden- 
dorff’s view, as published once in 
a confiscated issue of his weekly 
paper, “The Source of German 
Strength,” wherein the Kaiser’s 
quartermaster general said that 
Italy would be like a millstone 
around the neck of any power 
which was allied with it in the 
event of war. 

Lest Blomberg take it into his 
head to leave Italy and publish or 


events that led up to his resigna- 
tion, the Nazi press has begun tak- 
ing steps to ward him off. It is 
now said that he was never at 
heart in sympathy with the Fuehr- 
er’s policies. He may not have 
been, although he always talked 
as if he were. But he must be 
kept silent at all costs. He, too, 
knows too much.

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Institute Poll Finds Only 37 Per Cent Favor Increased Gov- 
ernment Spending To Combat Slump; Some 
Fear ‘Artificial Recovery.’ 


nicipal power plant building pro- 
gram which, according to PWA es- 
timates, will create more than 
500,000,000 man-hours of work and 
will, in effect, help to prime the 
business pump. 

The PWA grants add fresh fuel 
to the controversy now being 
waged in Washington over the is- 
sue: should the federal govern- 
ment increase spending in order 
to pull business out of the slump? 

Little Business Opposes. 
Federal Reserve Chairman Ec- 
cles declares that if business does 
not spend, the government will 
have to. But the Washington con- 
ference of “little” businessmen fa- 
vored curtailment of government 
spending because the present rate 
“is greater than the ability of the 
people to meet.” The President’s 
business advisory council has flat- 
ly stated that pump priming at 
this time would “seriously inter- 
fere” with the resumption of a 
“sound” recovery. 

_ The American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion has taken the contro- 
versy directly to the voters of the 
country in a nation-wide sampling 
referendum. With all population 


-|groups contributing money to the 


federal coffers, either directly or 
indirectly, the Institute asked per- 
sons in all levels: 

“Do you think goverhment 
spending should be increased to 
help get business out of its pres- 
ent slump?” 

A substantial majority say “no.” 
The actual vote is 37 per cent for 
government spending, 63 per cent 
opposed. 

Fear Artificial Recovery. 

An analysis of the comments 
from voters indicates that the ma- 
jority oppose government spend- 
ing for two main reasons. 

First they say that a business 
recovery induced by that method 
would be artificial and imperma- 
nent. “We tried spending before,” 
runs one typical comment, “and 
when it eased up we had another 
slump.” Another voter declared: 
Money kind of prosperity doesn’t 
ast.” 

A second reason advanced by 
the majority is that the tax bur- 
den must not be increased. “More 
taxes,” declared one voter, a 
housewife, “will only postpone the 
prosperity we want.” 


Political observers anticipate 
that, as the recession deepens, a 
move for pump priming will gath- 
er force in congress, particularly 
since prosperity is an important 
factor in an election year. 

But the Institute’s studies indi- 
cate that the continuance of the 
slump, even though it may affect 
congressional sentiment, has not 
materially changed the public’s 
attitude toward pump priming. 
There is no more sentiment for 
increased government spending to- 
day than there was in an Institute 
poll on the same subject last De- 
cember, when 62 per cent voted 
against spending, 38 per cent in 
favor. 

Sentiment Intensity Measured. 


The Institute’s latest survey 
found that voters who oppose gov- 
ernment spending are not only nu- 
merically in a majority but also 
that they feel more intensely 


favor spending. The Institute’s 
field reporters who conducted the 
poll, found that only a small pro- 
portion of persons favoring gov- 
ernment spending were emphatic 
in their opinions. A large ma- 
jority of the “no” voters, on the 
other hand, expressed emphatic 


| views. 


TETTERINE DOES 
AWAY WITH ITCHING 


| The purpose of the bureau, 
Chubb said, would be to work for

He emphasized that not all of 
the conclusions in the report ex- 
pressed the best methods, but un- 
til better ones were suggested, the 
bureau would work for _ their 
adoption. 

Chubb is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, where he was 
secretary to Dr. Reed while the 
latter was professor of political 
science at that institution. He 
is 28 years old and has been a 
member of the staff of the con- 
sultant service of the National 
Municipal League since the 
league’s founding in 1934. 

To Consider Report Tonight. 

Plans for following up Dr.

TWO GROUPS WORK 
FOR LQUOR BALLOT 


Report Says 11,000 of 17,000 
Needed Have Signed 
Fulton Petitions. 


Two groups yesterday continued 
their efforts to obtain the 17,000 
signatures needed for a_ liquor 
election in Fulton county as the 
first county-wide ballot in the 
state, that of Baker county, was 
set for February 21. 

The units working in Fulton 
county were the Fulton County 
Local Option Association, headed 
by Representatives William G. 
Hastings, and the Fulton County 
Beer and Wine Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, headed by H. J. Gewinner. 

Hastings said he was sending 
out the first group of postcards 
to voters for signatures and return 
to Ordinary Thomas H. Jeffries. 

11,000 Names Signed. 

Gewinner, meanwhile, announc- 
ed his organization already had 
obtained 11,000 signers to petitions 
circulated in the city last week. 

“We will have the necessary 
17,000 in a few days,’ Gewinner 
said.

BAKER COUNTY TO VOTE 
ON FEBRUARY 21 

NEWTON, Ga., Feb. 8.—(?)— 
Rural Baker county will be the 
first of Georgia’s 159 counties to 
vote whether to permit sale of 
liquor under the recently enacted 
law that ended 22 years of prohi- 
bition in the state. 

The question of legalization of 
liquor sales under the _ county- 
option plan will be decided in an 
election called for February 21 by 
Ordinary W. E. Jones. The elec- 
tion is the first definitely set, al- 
though petitions are being circu- 
lated in many other counties.

Scores of Atlantans have made 
applications to the flying school 
at Randolph Field, Texas, since the 
program was launched two weeks 
ago and Atlanta officers are confi- 
dent at least six Atlantans will be 
among the successful candidates 
March 1. 

The program is nation-wide. A 
total of 344 cadets must be sup- 
plied three times a year. All army 
men have been called upon to help 
secure enlistments. 

Here’s what Uncle Sam is offer- 
ing the boys who will qualify: One 
year as a flying cadet at $75 per 
month and clothes, food, medical 
care and shelter; three years as a 
second lieutenant in the reserve 
at $200 per month stationed at va- 
rious army centers and with the 
opportunity to take examinations 
for regular army commissions at 
any time vacancies occur. 

At the end of the three-year 
time the men can resign and will

UCCUPATIONAL AlD 
URGED FOR YOUTH 


Idea That Government Owes 
One a Living Is Disastrous, 


Says Dr. E. A. Lee. 


Training the nation’s youth for 
definite jobs will prevent their 
forming an attitude that the gov- 
ernment owes them a living, Dr. 
Edwin A. Lee, director of the Na- 
tional Occupational Conference, 
told members of the Atlanta Op- 
timist Club yesterday. 

“The best safeguard for the pre- 
vention and protection of those 
things which are right and decent 
is a substantial body of citizens 
who are able to carry their own 
economic weight,” the educator 
pointed out. r 
Disastrous Idéa. 

Dr. Lee said a great number of 
boys and girls grow up with the 
idea that the government owes 
them a living. “Nothing can be 
more disastrous to youth,” he as- 
serted. 

“The first man to listen to the 
program of the propagandist is the 
man who is hungry,” he continued. 
“The man who has no job will 
listen with an open ear to any- 
a full 


stomach.” 
Results Studied. 

In Atlanta to study the results 
of experiments of occupational ad- 
justment being carried on in the 
city schools here, Dr. Lee said 
there are three points to be con- 


sidered in any intelligent program 


of occupational adjustment: 

1. There shall be in the city 
school system available to any 
youth a well-organized program 
of occupational or vocational guid- 
ance, 

2. There shall exist under pub- 
lic auspices a program of train- 
ing so that the individual may ac- 
complish a degree of understand- 
ing and skill in that work which 
he has chosen to do, 

3. Placing the trained individ- 
ual in an occupation. 

Dr. Lee was introduced by Dr. 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
city schools. Members of the board 
of education and the school de- 
partment staff attended the meet- 
ing.

Community Today. 


“The one force in the world to- 
day in which there is hope for re- 
formation and social progress is 


Christianity,” Dr. Robert E. Speer, 
for 46 years secretary of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Northern Presbyterian Church, U. 
S. A., declared yesterday. 

He is in Atlanta delivering lec- 
tures each morning at Agnes Scott 
College and each night in the 
North Avenue Presbyterian 
church. 

“Not only is this true of social 
progress, but it is true of war,” 
he continued. “The only bond left 
between the citizens of Japan and 
China is the bond between the 
Christians of the two countries, 
who are maintaining friendly re- 
lationships.”

Viking Ships, Which Sailed 700 
Years Before Columbus, Still 
Well Preserved 


OSLO, Norway.—(By Mail.)—Out from Oslo at Bygdoy 
there is the hall of the Viking ships. 

About 800 A. D. the Vikings ruled north Europe, conquer- 
ing, in addition, Germany and England. Out of the earth and 
the great graves have come three of their ships. 

One may stand there, looking at the great and sim- 
ple beauty of their lines; at the magnificent craftsman- 
ship and skill of their making; of the knowledge of sea- 
manship, at their long oars and the locks, and at the 
sweep of the figureheads. And one may climb to small 
galleries and look into them, at the loose floor boards 
and at the width of them. 

There is, just back of the carved serpent’s head at 
the bow, which rears high as if about to strike, a place 
for the lookout to stand on watch. And aft, on the star- 
board side, is the great rudder. We get the word “‘star- 
board” from the old ships which had their “‘steerboard”’ 

« on the right side at the starboard quarter. 
There are three of them in the hall—one of them dug from 


a tremendous mound in 1867, another in 1880 and the third in|

The first one is badly deteriorated, only about a half of 
The remaining two were in such an excellent 


state of preservation that by steaming their oaken beams it was 


possible to have the two ships restored as they were with only 
a half dozen or so new plankings added. They were built well. 
Looking at them—almost 75 feet long—broad of beam and 


with a beauty of line which none of the modern yachts can 
-attain—I thought of how they must have looked, putting out to 


Sea. 


One of them had 32 men at the oars and they must 
have made a great sight with all the fighting men 
aboard, in their furs and with all their shields, yellow 
and black, catching the sun. There would have been 
the glint of spears and swords and the great poised 
serpent’s head would have risen and fallen with the 
waves as the ships moved out—vwell, it must have been 
something to see! And there is no wonder there was 
terror ashore as some village watched the black hulls 
of the Viking ships move closer and closer to the shore. 
And here they are—and one may stand and see them. They

Its great oak keel is 21 meters long and the beam 
is six meters.

Exports of paper and paper 
products from the United States 
increased 34 per cent last year 
over 1936, the highest amount re- 
corded since 1929, the Atlanta Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce of the Department of 
Commerce announced yesterday. 

Total value of last year’s export 
of paper was $31,088,199, the bu- 
reau announced. The highest to- 
tal of export in recent years was 
in 1929 when $37,189,486 worth of 
paper was shipped. 

In addition, $22,987,498 worth of 
paper base stocks were exported. 

Imports of newsprint, which ac- 
count for between 80 and 85 per 
cent of the total paper imports, 
during 1937 reached the highest 
figure recorded for any one year. 
Aggregate receipts totaled 3,317,- 
024 tons, an increase of 20 per 
cent over 1936.

Meat is cut 
in small pieces, usually dredged 
in flour and browned (though that 
is not essential), and cooked with 
vegetables in liquid at a simmer- 
ing temperature for a long time. 
The result is that the meat is ten- 


‘der and its full flavor is brought 


out and combined deliciously with 
that of the accompanying vege- 
tables. 

Of course there are stews and 
stews! Some are culinary tri- 
umphs. That’s the kind you want 
on your table. Like most things 
that are good, they don’t just hap- 
pen. You must take a little thought 
and exercise a little tare in mak- 
ing your stew. Then serve it in 
the style it deserves, with the 
vegetables separated into neat 
piles about the meat. Notice what 
a fine color arrangement you can 


make! A mound of rice beside the 
vegetables and meat is a suitable 
‘accompaniment and adds to at- 
|tractive appearance of the plate. 


Less-Tender Meat Cuts. 

The less-tender cuts are suitable 
for stewing, since the meat is cut 
into small pieces and is cooked 
slowly in moist heat. These cuts 
which contain connective tissue 
are usually rich in flavor, which 


‘makes them just right for stews. 


Stews may be cooked on top of 


ithe stove or in the oven, which- 
ever way you find most conven- 
_ient. In casseroles, they may form 
the main part of an over-cooked 


meal. A stew may form a conven- 


iently served one-dish meal. 


Beef, lamb and veal are all good 
in stews. 

Here are some tempting sugges- 
tions which may give you new 
ideas: 

Two pounds beef chuck, neck or 
shank, 2 slices salt pork, flour, 
lard for browning, 1 cup tomato 
puree, 6 small onions, 4 medium- 
sized carrots, 6 small potatoes, salt 


Cube salt pork and brown in 
skillet. Cut the beef in one-inch 
cubes. Dredge with flour and 


‘brown in hot lard. Transfer to a 


buttered baking dish. To the re- 
mainder of fat, add 2 tablespoons 
flour and smooth. Add _ tomato 


puree, one cup water, salt, pepper 
and paprika to taste. 
over the beef, cover and cook in a 
/'moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
| until the beef is nearly tender, one 
to one and a half hours. Then add

are tender, an hour longer. 


Italian Stewed Veal. 
One pound veal, 2 tablespoons 
Olive oil, 2 tablespoons butter, 1-2 
medium-sized onion, 1 small car- 


‘rot, 2 celery stalks, salt, pepper, 


1 tablespoonful flour, 1-3 cup to- 


/mato paste, 1-2 cup dried mush- 
rooms, 1-2 cup uncooked macaroni. 


Brown the veal, cut in small 
pieces, in butter and olive oil. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add 
the carrot and onion, sliced, and 
the celery, cut in small pieces. 
Mix the flour smooth in a little 
cold water and add it to the to- 
mato paste. Add water gradually, 
stirring all the while until the 
meat is half covered. Cook slowly 
until tender. The mushrooms 
should be softened by standing in 
water overnight: They may then 
dd in the sauce. Cook the 
macaroni until tender in boiling 
water and serve as a border 
around the stew.

Are you always catching colds 
now that you are taking off 
weight? It is not the weight loss 
that makes you susceptible to 
every cold germ that comes your 
way. More than likely the trou- 
ble is a lack of vitamin A in your 
diet. 

As a matter of fact you do not 
“catch cold.” You build up a cold 
by lowering your resistance to in- 
fection, and scientific research has 
shown a definite connection be- 
tween a low vitamin A diet and 
various respiratory infections. You 
may be concerned to know, also, 
that vitamin A deficiency is asso- 
ciated with night blindness. 


The common cold is responsible 
for most of our off-days. Perhaps 
this is due to the fact that it is so 
easy for us to neglect the foods 
high in vitamin A. These foods, 
listed for you in the “Protective 
Diet Chart,” which I hope you will 
frame and hang in your kitchen, 
include most of the yellow and 
green vegetables. The thin, green 
leaves seem to be particularly 
high in vitamin A. The vitamin is 
supplied liberally in carrots, apri- 
cots, bananas, spinach, turnip 
greens, beans, egg yolk and beef 
liver.

Vitamin A in 
liberal amounts is essential in the 
diets of both children and adults, 
Aside from safeguarding your re- 
ducing menus, it would be well to 
help the members of the family 
form habits of nutrition which 
assure their well being.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


SKIN CANCER. 
The chances are that any 
chronic, obstinate, recurring, often 


irritated, frequently bleeding sore 
on the skin of a person of middle 
age or older is not cancerous. 
However, cancer occurs now and 
then in every family, not because 
it is heredity or communicable 30 
far as we know, but simply be- 
cause cancer is sO common that 
it is practically certain to occur 
in every family, in one generati 
if not more. . 

Skin cancer, generally of the 
type physicians call epithelioma, is 
characteristically slow in develop- 
ment, mild in its manifestations 
and less malignant, that is less 
poisonous and less rapidly fatal 
than is carcinoma, the’ usual type 
of internal cancer. 

Sometimes one who suspects or 
fears he or she may be developing 
cancer puts off consulting a phy- 
sician for fear the physician may 
confirm the suspicion and perhaps 
urge surgical treatment. That is 
a childish attitude in any circum- 
stance. If it is cancer, surely the 
individual ought to know about it, 
whether the treatment advised by 
the physician is accepted or not— 
we are presuming, of course, that 
the individual is grown up. If the 
physician finds no sign of malig- 
nancy, that is, cancerous degene- 
ration or “growth,” the reassur- 
ance such diagnosis gives the pa- 
tient is in itself a powerful cura- 
tive factor; just as worry or fear 
retards or prevents recovery. 

Skin cancer always develops in 
some pre-existing lesion which has 
been a source of irritation for. per- 
haps many years, such as pee 
warts, lumps, unhealed ulcers, 
scars from poorly treated or un- 
treated wounds or burns. When 
any such lesion of long standing 
begins to seem unusually irritated 
or to bleed on little or no provoca- 
tion or to “go bad” in any way, 
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it is the part of discretion to seek 
immediate medical advice. To wait 
for pain or extensive “growth” or 
breaking down of the cancerous 
tissue or swelling of neighboring 
lymph nodes is to take a needless 
risk, for these signs are evident 
only after the cancer has ad- 
vanced. 

Chief reasons why uninformed 
and misinformed folk fear surgical 


treatment are (1) fear of pain; (2) 
| fear of dying under operation or as 


a result of it; and (3) fear of 
mutilation. Unfortunates who turn 
_to quacks for treatment with the 


‘childish notion that the quack’s- 


paste, salve or “oil” will mys- 
'teriously destroy cancer or “take 
|1t out by the roots” without danger 
of causing great pain or suffering, 
| hideous mutilation or even death, 
are to be pitied. Modern surgical 
treatment is not only painless but 
shockless. As for mutilation, the 
‘surgeon is responsible for far less 
of it, even in the’ most. extensive 
operations, than the crude charla- 
tan produces when he applies his 
caustic paste, salve or oil, which 
destroys all tissues—cancerous or 
healthy—that it touches and nec- 
essarily leaves vicious scars if the 
victim survives the maltreatment. 

X-ray treatment is curative in a 
large share of cases of skin cancer 
if taken in time and adequately 
treated by a physician skilled in 
X-ray treatment. Radium treat- 
ment may be advantageous in 
some cases, but X-ray is general- 
ly preferable. 

Men or women past 40 who are 
annoyed by any such benign lesion 
of long standing may prevent can- 
cer by having the wart, mole or 
sore surgically extirpated (pain- 
lessly, under local anesthesia) and 
so be done with it.

Answer—Thank you. I do not 
recall suggesting calcium lactate 
for neuralgia, though it is often 
helpful for periodic sick headache 
(migraine). It should always be 
fortified with vitamin D~—vitamin 
D is essential for the assimilation 
or utilization of calcium whether 
the calcium is food calcium or 
medicinal.

You will get consider- 
able help, in building vite, from 
supplementing your physical treat- 
ment with an adequate daily ra- 
tion of vitamin D in one or an- 


other form.

Breadth of Recovery on 
Stock Market Encourag- 
ing, Says Hughes.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—The con- 


traction in bank credit continues. 


This week's statement of the 101 
reporting member banks shows to- 
tal loans and investments at a new 
low for the long decline. The de- 
crease from a week ago is $41,000,- 
000; compared with a year ago it is 
$1,345,000,000. This credit contrac- 
tion began before the recession in 
business and, if the movement has 
any forecasting significance, the 
outlook is unchanged. 

There are some _ differences, 
however, in the situation now 
from what it was a year and a 
half ago. Then, it was liquidation 
in government obligations which 
was the chief factor in the credit 
decline, and now it is the falling 
off in the loan item which affects 
the total. A large part of the loss 
in loans, too, is made up of the 
decline in brokers’ borrowings. 
This week, these are off $44,000,- 
000 and, on the year, are down 
$422,000,000. 

Taking the banks as a whole, 
they are still selling governments, 
but that is not true of the New 
York city institutions, which have 
begun to add to their holdings of 
these investments. All the banks, 
also, are making modest increases 
in their portfolios of securities 
other than governments, 


Present Trend Justified. 


Two inferences from the present 
trend seem justified. One is that 
bank purchases will continue to be 
a support to the government bond 
market. The incentive to earn 
some sort of a return on their 
idle funds is evidently stronger 
than their dislike of the national 
debt situation.

The other deduction which 
seems warranted is that the falling 
off in loans to brokers cannot con- 
tinue indefinitely at the present 
rate unless all speculation in the 
markets is forced to a cash basis. 
Perhaps we shall come to that, 
but, if so, it will be unprecedent- 


ed. As for commercial loans, they 
are more likely to increase than 
the opposite if the example of the 


United States Steel Corporation, 
which borrowed $50,000,000 the 


other day, is any criterion. 


The significance of these bank 
figures is too little appreciated. 


They reflect financial conditicns 
present and prospective with an 
impersonal and unprejudiced fi- 
delity which is too often lacking 
in the outgivings of either busi- 
nessmen or politicians.
